Interesting from Memphis 
and Vicinity. 


THE CITizENs PUNISHING 
BUSH W HACKERS. 


(Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune.) 
Catno, Dec. 8, 1962. 

By the arrival of the steamer Rowena we 
have Memphis dates to Saturday afternoon. 
The news of most interest is from Oxford, 
Thursday morning. 

When my informant left Jackson, the Con- 
federate cavalry were contesting the advance 
of the Union Troops, not 600 yards from the 
limite of the town. Jackson was supported 
by a battery. The main body of the Confed- 
erates had passed through Oxford twelve 
hours previous to the appearance of the Fed- 
erals. 

The rebels were said to be 40,000 strong, 
with many sick and wounded men to care for. 

The Confederates were much demoralized, 
and thought they could pot make a stand 
against the Union troops in the State of Mis- 
sissippi, and in consequence that Vicksburg 
and Jackson must fall without a struggle. 
This impression is from citizens of Oxford. 

Another report, said to come from « man 
just from the vicinity, has it thatthe Union ar- 
my has actually possessed Grenada. . In this 
coufusion it is difficult to decide as to the 
truth or falsity of amy one report over an- 
other. 

Rumor says that Jackson repulsed the Fed. 
erals, on Thursday, at Oxford, the latter be- 
ing only in smal) force.

MIRING THE SLAVES. 


E@ect of the Proclamation in 
Virginia. 


We have often said that the abolition of sla- 
very will be in our Southern States what it 
was in the British West India Islands, a mere 
change of relation between parties—masters 
will become employers, slaves hired men, pro- 
vided the former acquiesce peaceably in the 
social revolution, as the masters in those 
islands did; but if the masters undertake to 
resist the authority which decrees the freedom 


‘of their slaves, they will almost certainly in- 


volve themselves and their entire section in 
trouble.

Should _ 
vacgum be created by the withdrawal of ban 
note circulation, that vacumm «hould doubt 
be filled by United States notes. 
Congress adopt the measures pro posed by he 
Secretary, it not improbable that an addi- 
tional isevac of iffy millions may be required 
for that purpose within the veer, and an equal 
additional iseue during the following year. 
And it may well be hoped that military sac- 
eceses, re-establishing the suthority of the 
Lnited States In large @istricts of the insur- 
gent region, will call forfurther teseaes to sup 
ply the place of the worthless carrency which 
the rebellion hes forced upon the people. 
Should it be deemed expedient to invest the 
Secretary with any diggretionary power, in 
view of these contingeheles, it should be linm- 
ited so as to allow no locrease of regute 
circulation beyond the clear d s of real 
business. 

But the chief reliance, and the safest, must 
be upon loans, Without any issues of United 
States potes beyond the amount pow suthor- 
ized, it seems certain that loans for the whole 
amount required for the current year can be 
reedily obtained at fair rates; and it may be 
confidentiy hoped that before its close the re 
sources of the country will be eo well under- 
stood, and the restoration of its territorial in- 
tegrity so well assured, that capitalicte will 
not hesitate to supply whatever way be necd- 
ed for the subsequent year. 

GENERAL VIEWS. 

The general views of the Secretary may 
therefore be thus Driefly sammed:

LOSS OF A GUNBOAT. 


The United States gutibvat Ellis, Lieutenant 
Commanding William Parker Cushing, left 
Newbern, N. C., on the 18th of November, for 
a special expedition, pursuant to orders from 
Rear Admiral Lee, as previously reported by 
telegraph. The gunboat proceeded up the 
New River, capturing a prize schooner valued 
at $30,000. On the 23d ult., Lieut. Cushing 
landed at Onslow, Onslow county, N.C., atid 
took possession of the town, raising the 
American flag, capturing twenty-five stand of 
arms and confiscating the negroes of the 
Postmaster. The gunboat started on the re- 
turn trip on the 24th, and wae fired upon be- 
low the captured town by rebel infantry. Near 
the mouth of the river the channel lies direct. 
ly through a sandbar, on either side of which 
are high inf, When within fifty yards of 
the bar, the Ellis was aaluted with rebel can- 
non bails from the bluff, which were immedi - 
ately answered from the gunboat. In an hour 
the enemy were driven from their position. 

At bh water the nboal attempted to 
pase the bar, but grou . Various methods 
were tried to deceive the enemy as to the in- 
tention of the Ellis, and to prevent her from 
being boarded. The efforts to release the 
gunboat from her perilous position were un. 
availing. All but the arms, munitions and 
men were accordingly removed from the Ellis
